Wonderful Endurance of Men and 


Horses at High Altitudes, in 


Villa Search.

At the tront in Mexico, General 


Pershing's 
camp, April 
3.-—(By 


aeroplane and motor courier to Co- 
lumbus, N. M , Apiil 0.)—A cavalry 
officer coming in from an SO-mile 
ride said last night: 


"I never saw a country where men 


could ride as hard without sleep and 
still keep well in these mountains." 


This officer has lidden on a scout 


with the 250 picked men of the cav- 
alry. 


"It seems to be the air at the alti- 


tude ot 7500 to 
10,000 teet that 


keeps the men up," he added. 


The troopers in the course of their 


80-mile rides in two days, made a 
55-mile ride, literally up and down 
the tops of a ridge ot mountains. The 
55 miles was made 
in 
36 
hours, 


through 
canyons, 
through 
heavy 


snow at 10,000 feet high and up and 
down mountain sides. There is neith- 
er road nor trail. 


After taking their mounts safely 


through this ride, the cavalrymen 
made a 25-mile dash across country 
to heart off the possibility of a 
Villa rally at a place which has been 
under suspicion for several days. In 
the mountain woik the cavalrymen 
led their horses over 
the 
worst 


places 
The horses have shown that 


they can climb almost any mountain 
that a man can ascend. 


Pride in their horses has become 


a passion with the cavalrymen in 
their mountain riding. "Our horses," 
one officer asserted, "are just 
a's 


ood today as when they crossed the 
border. 
They are fit for a charge 


right now. Just let us get on Villa's 
trail and we will get him sure." 


An officer here tells how he re- 


treated from a house where he be- 
lieved he was about to discover a 
Villa bandit. It 
was during

search of a mountain dis'trict where 
there was a suspicion 
that 
Villa 


might be concealed until his wounds 
healed. 
Many houses were under 


search when this officer saw what 
tie took to be a wounded man lying in 
t>ed in a room. He swung open the 
door, pistol in hand, and hurried 
across the room. 
The man in bed 


in the very poor light looked more 
than ever like a wounded bandit. 
The officer started to turn down the 
blankets covering the Mexican but 
after one look he fled. He had dis- 
covered a case of smallpox. 


The wonder of cavalrymen new 


searching tne mountains is an Am- 
erican cowboy scout who rides with 
the troopers in these cold autitudes 
clad in what the soldiers say is only 
a thin cotton shirt. 


"You 
can 
read

newspaper 


through it," is the soldier's descrip- 
tion of the shirt. The cowboy rides 
barehanded, never appearing to mind 
the cold.

both here and in Juarez said the

weeks before he is captured, the pur- 
suit will be relentlessly

Twenty Apache Indian scouts pass- 


ed through here today en route to 
the front, where they wil Itry to nick 
up Villa's trail. 
The Apaches made 


an unbroken ride of 60 iniles from 
Port Apache to Holbrook, Ariz., and 
then did a war dance before taking 
the train. 


The entire Mexican situation was, 


veiled in obscurity today, as far as 
the border was concerned. For the 
last three days not a single Mexican 
or American has arrived here from 
the interior, and the scanty news 
given out by the Mexicans in Juarez, 
threw no light on the pursuit of Vil- 
la, beyond confirming the impression 
that the chase had been practically 
halted, at least temporarily. 


Army officers here show no hesi- 


tancy in expressing their opinion that 
to attempt to pursue Villa farther 
without the aid of the railroads is 
almost a hopeless task.

facing both ways, because we do not 
join them in war 
upon 
Germany. 


We must be patient 
under 
these 


contradictory opinions, 
but we cer- 


tainly have no need to feel chagrin, 
or even any serious annoyance. 


We are exercising our undoubted 


rights in selling 
munitions to 
all 


customers, and, as the customers are 
chiefly England and 
France, 
this 


creates German dislike of us. 
We 


could only remove that by putting 
an embargo on the munitions busi- 
ness. 
But that would 
be- waiving 


our rights, sacrificing our interests, 
and committing a gross violation of 
neutrality.

us to win German regard by

Those who do nftt, who 
berate us, 


think we ought to join them, which 
we have no right to do, except so far 
as our own interests and concerns 
dictate that course, 
and 
thus far 


they have not 
It is preposterous to 


preu-nrt that we ought to have done 
something about the invasion of Bel- 
gium. Even Theodore Roosevelt did 
not think of that until a Presiden- 
tial campaign was at hand. 
Three 


of the signatories to the Quintuple 
Treaty were engaged in behalf 
of 


Belgu'im, and in our very act of as- 
senting to the conclusions 
of 
The 


Hague Conference we disclaimed re- 
sponsibility for any European issues, 
for the very obvious reason that we 
could not deny Europe the right to 
meddle in the Western Hemisphere 
it we undertook to regulate the af- 
fairs of the Old World. 


Wo may regret that any Europ- 


eans should misjudge us; all of them 
do not, and we are glad of that. But 
we cannot for one 
moment admit 


the justice of any complaints of our
